The conduct ot Ri* 
der wa» described by Ibe Doc;or who 
wa»tbe principal wiioe»» for govern- 
meoi,a» outragcou» in th t extreme ; 
exhibited in violent oath», tb*'eaii* and 
ntcnacing attitude» with a pair of loaded 
pistol».
